Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Nar.twi ch  Urban  District  for  the  year  1968, 

The  statistics  and  social  conditions  of  the  town  show  little  change  from  the  previous  year; 
the  steady  increase  in  population  being  consistent  with  new  housing  development.  This  has, 
however,  taken  the  form  of  either  private  development,  or  houses  built  by  the  Council  for  sale. 

In  my  introductory  letter  to  the  Annual  Reports  for  1966  and  1967  I  expressed  disappointment 
that,  during  those  years,  no  provision  had  been  made  by  the  Council  for  houses  to  let;  but  it  is 
now  pleasing  to  record  that  somo  definite  progress  has  been  made  in  this  respect,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  start  may  be  made  in  1969. 

One  of  the  greater  priorities  at  the  moment  is  the  provision  of  ’’sheltered  accommodation" 
for  our  ageing  population,  and  working  on  the  recommendation  that  a  minimum  of  50  such  dwellings 
should  be  provided  for  every  1,000  of  the  population  over  65,  it  will  be  seen  that  upwards  of  100 
such  dwellings  will  be  required  during  the  next  10  years. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  Health  Department,  as  mentioned  by  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  is  welcomed,  and  now,  with  two  full  time  Public  Health  Inspectors  it  should  be 
possible  to  carry  out  a  detailed  housing  survey,  and  to  bring  forward  to  the  Council,  for  its 
consideration,  a  more  positive  "stum  clearance"  and  redevelopment  programme  within  the  existing 
town  boundary, 

I  have  also  to  place  on  record  the  retirement  during  the  year  of  our  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr,  Bushel  1,  who  had  been  with  this  Authority  for  23  years,  and  in  so  doing,  would 
express  my  thanks  to  him  for  the  help  and  advice  which  he  so  readily  gave  me  during  the  16 
years  we  worked  together  in  the  Department. 

In  congratulating  Mr.  Moulton  on  his  appointment  as  his  successor,  and  in  welcoming  Mr.  Robinson, 
as  an  additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  I  look  forward  to  the  continuance  of  that  most  cordial 
relationship  which  is  so  essential  to  the  harmonious  and  efficient  working  of  the  Health  Department.

Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west  corner  of  Cheshire  and  is  a  market 
town  for  a  large  and  important  agricultural  area.  The  River  Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union 
Canal  pass  through  the  district  and  in  parts  both  form  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  area. 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of  clothing  manufacture,  agricultural 
machinery  and  a  tannery.  There  is  scope  for  the  establishment  of  light  industries,  road  and  rail 
communications  being  very  convenient;  by  rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  lines  from  Crewe  to 
Shrewsbury  and  the  West  of  England  and  good  roads  radiate  from  the  town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire, 
Shropshire,  the  Potteries  and  North  Wales.

2.  (a)  Laboratory  Facilities 

Pathological  specimens  are  submitted  to:— 

Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Chester. 

Water  samples  for  chemical  examination  are  sent  to  the  County  Analyst,  Chester. 

Milk,  water  and  ice-cream  for  bacteriological  and  biological  examination  are  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  on  behalf 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  can  meet  all  needs  for  bacteriological  investigation. 

The  arrangement  introduced  wi+h  the  Group  Laboratory  of  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  accepting  for  bacteriological  investigation,  specimens  other 
than  milk,  water  and  ice-cream,  continues  and  the  service  given  is  much  appreciated. 
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(b)  Ambulance  Facilities 


With  the  introduction  of  Radio  Control,  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  were  relieved  of 
the  responsibility  of  this  service  in  February,  1961.  The  Ambulance  Service  is  now  operated 
centrally  from  County  level  with  vehicles  and  personnel  based  at  Crewe  under  the  supervision 
of  an  Ambulance  Control  Officer.  Local  requests  for  ambulance  transport  are  accepted  at  the 
Ambulance  Depot,  Badger  Avenue,  Crewe. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home 

During  the  past  year  the  central  administration  of  the  nursing  services  has  been  completely 
re-organised  and  the  appointment  of  an  Area  Nursing  Officer  has  helped  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  this  County  service. 

The  domiciliary  nursing  in  the  town  is  shared  by  two  District  Nurse/Midwives  and  although 
80S  of  births  take  place  in  hospital,  early  maternity  discharges,  the  care  of  the  elderly  and 
acutely  sick  keep  them  fully  occupied* 

Health  Visiting 

Health  Visitors  provide  an  advisory  and  supportive  service  to  the  following  groups  of 
families,  both  in  their  own  homes  and  in  the  clinics:- 

a)  Where  there  are  children  under  five  years  of  age, 

b)  Where  there  is  a  school  child  with  a  physical,  mental  or  emotional 
problem, 

c)  Where  there  is  a  social  or  psychological  problem, 

d)  Where  there  is  a  physically  handicapped  person  of  any  age, 

e)  Where  a  member  of  the  family  suffers  from  tuberculosis, 

f)  Where  there  is  a  person  over  sixty-five  years  of  age  and  there  is 

a  need  for  some  social  advice. 


In  addition,  the  Health  Visitor  acts  as  an  adviser  at  schools  in  her  area  on  matters  of 
health  to  parents,  teachers  and  pupils;  and  for  health  education  in  its  broadest  sense  by  giving 
talks  and  arranging  film  shows  and  displays  for  imparting  information  on  health. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  use  made  of  the  Domestic  Help  Service  has  continued  to  increase;  81.12  of  the 
applications  being  from  the  aged  and  chronic  sick.  All  requests  for  assistance  have  been  met 
over  the  year,  but  this  is  one  of  those  services  which  in  the  near  future  will  stretch  our  labour 
resources  to  the  limit*

(e)  Hospitals 

The  extension  to  and  the  modernisation  of  the  Barony  Hospital  during  recent  years  have  been 
much  appreciated  by  the  residents  of  the  town;  the  hospital  renders  a  most  valuable  service  and  is 
now  graded  to  general  hospital  status.  There  are  beds  for  over  260  patients. 

The  Cottage  Hospital,  a  small  modern  and  efficient  Institution,  has  beds  for  twenty  patients. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are  accepted  at  the  Crewe  Isolation  Hospital 
which  has  met  all  needs  during  the  year. 

Alvaston  Hospital  continues  to  be  used  as  a  continuation  annexe  for  the  Crewe  Memorial 
Hospital . 

(f)  Mortuary 

The  arrangements  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  use  of  the 
Mortuary  at  the  Barony  Hospital  have  worked  satisfactorily  and  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
distri ct. 


SECTION  C. 


1.  (a)  Hater  Supply 

Hater  is  supplied  by  the  Mid  Cheshire  Water  Board  on  which  the  Council  is  represented.  The 
source  of  supply  is  the  River  Dee  at  Llangollen  from  which  water  is  pumped  into  the  Llangollen 
canal  along  which  it  gravitates  to  the  purification  works  at  Hurleston.  Branch  mains  distribute 
the  water  to  service  reservoirs  in  the  area  served  by  the  Board. 

The  output  from  the  works  during  1968/69  was  7,64  million  gallons  per  day  and  the  average 
domestic  consumption  over  the  area  served  by  the  Board  W3S  33  gallons  per  head  per  day.  The 
quality  of  the  water,  as  delivered  to  the  consumer  is  satisfactory  as  shown  by  the  results  of 
chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  which  were  made  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District  numbering  11,180  are  housed  in  3767  dwellings,  all  of 
which  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public  water  mains.  There  has  been  no  contamination  of  the 
water  supply  calling  for  any  special  action  and  the  water  is  not  pi  umbo-sol  vent.  No  natural 
fluoride  exists  in  the  water.

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(b)  Sewage  Disposal 


Town  Sewerage  Scheme 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information. 

The  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works  are  now  well  in  hand  and  completion  is 
anticipated  within  the  next  month  or  two.  When  the  extensions  are  completed  the  works  will 
be  capable  of  dealing  with  a  discharge  from  a  population  of  18,500  persons.  Reconstruction 
of  Beam  Bridge  Pumping  Station  is  also  proceeding  and  the  sub-structure  is  virtually  completed. 

The  main  sewers  within  the  scheme  are  some  905  complete  and  the  effect  of  this  has  already  been 
felt  in  many  parts  of  the  town. 

Flooding  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  Audlem  Road  and  the  Council  are  now  proceeding 
with  a  scheme  to  prevent  a  recurrence. 

2 ,  Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution 

Responsibility  for  this  work  was  transferred  to  the  Cheshire  Rivers  Board  as  from  1st 
October,  1951,  and  this  body  is  now  incorporated  in  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  Rivers  Authority. 

There  have  been  occasions  from  time  to  time  when  accumulated  debris  has  had  to  be  removed  from 
the  Mill  Sluice  and  treatment  for  rodent  infestation  has  also  been  necessary. 

3.  (a)  Closet  Accommodation 

All  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  water  closets  with  the  exception  of  those  of  which 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  gives  details  in  his  report  under  the  heading  ”Pai 1  Closets”. 

(b)  Public  Cleansing 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  controlled  by  the  Surveyor 
as  is  also  street  cleansing.  Refuse  is  tipped  on  a  site  in  the  Rural  district  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received.  The  tip  is  visited  and  treated  periodically  to  control  rodents.  Arrangements 
made  with  the  Rural  District  Council  to  empty  the  remaining  pail  closet,  dealt  with  by  the  local 
authority  at  an  agreed  cost,  worked  satisfactorily. 

(c)  Public  Baths 

The  Open  Air  Swimming  Pool,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Council,  is  open  from  May  to  September 
each  year.  The  pool  Is  100  feet  by  50  feet  and  is  supplied  with  brine  from  the  Council's  brine 
well  at  the  rear  of  the  Old  Town  Hall.  About  9  ounces  of  brine  is  added  per  gallon  of  water.  The 
pool  is  now  heated  and  the  water  is  f i 1 tered; and  sterilised  by  the  "Breakpoint"  chlorination 
process  and  fed  to  the  pool  through  a  cascade. 

Mixed  bathing  is  allowed  and  dressing  boxes  for  both  sexes  are  provided.  Cafe  facilities  are 
available.  There  is  an  active  Swimming  Club  in  the  town  and  arrangements  operate  with  the  County 
Education  Authority  for  organised  visits  by  school  children.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  coftsldorallon,  the  report  upon  the  work  of  this 
Department  during  the  year  1968. 

This  year  marked  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Bushel  1  after  23  years  with  this  Authority. 

It  is  disappointing  that  again  one  cannot  report  the  provision  of  any  additional  Council 
house  accommodation  for  letting. 

The  decision  to  divide  the  Health  and  Housing  Department  as  from  the  1st  January,  1969, 
and  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Inspector,  will  I  feel,  be  a  major  step  in  ensuring  that 
all  Public  Health  matters  are  adequately  served. 

In  this  connection,  during  1969,  a  housing  survey  is  being  commenced  with  a  view  to  the 
clearance  of  unfit  premises  and  the  improvement  of  property  capable  of  being  brought  up  to 
present  day  standards  of  amenities.  It  is  envisaged  that  new  legislation  will  also  provide 
for  environmental  improvement. 

The  speed  with  which  this  operation  can  be  carried  out  will  depend  on  provision  of  new 
housing  for  persons  displaced  from  unfit  premises. 

I  wish  to  record  appreciation  of  continued  co-operation  and  support  by  Councillors, 
fellow  Officials  and  Staff,  in  particular,  Miss  Denning,  of  this  Department.

The  variety  of  items  dealt  with  in  notices  has  been  maintained  and  includes  dampness, 
defective  plasterwork,  floors,  window  frames,  roofs,  yard  paving,  water  closet  fittings,  dustbins, 
water  pipes,  drains,  gutters,  downspouts  etc. 

IV.  HOUSING 


Development  of  sites  for  private  building  plots  was  continued  and  34  houses  were  completed. 
During  the  year  no  dwellings  were  provided  by  the  Local  Authority.  The  total  of  post-war  Council 
houses  and  flats  was  938  including  20  temporary  houses;  these  have  been  added  to  the  278  pre-war 
stock  of  houses  up  to  the  end  of  1968.  Tenancies  were  granted  to  33  applicants  during  the  year 
including  the  rehousing  from  unfit  houses.  Eight  unfit  houses  were  vacated  by  informal  action 
and  sixteen  unfit  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year. 

The  policy  has  been  continued  by  which  the  Council  acquire  suitable  properties  for  demolition 
with  a  view  to  ultimate  redevelopment  of  sites. 

Mill  House  has  continued  usefully  to  provide  bedsitting  room  accommodation  for  elderly  ladies 
and  the  Members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  along  with  the  resident  Harden  have  maintained  a  good  service  in 
the  day  to  day  administration  of  these  premises.  Extension  of  facilities  on  this  site  have  still 
been  under  consideration  -  possibly  in  a  joint  scheme  with  the  County  Council  and  further 
preparation  of  a  scheme  proceeded  in  1968. 

Seventeen  applications  for  Standard  Improvement  Grants  were  received  and  dealt  with,  and 
fifteen  of  these  were  from  owner/occupiers,  14  applications  were  approved  during  the  year.  In 
connection  with  eleven  houses  the  cost  of  the  works  done  during  the  year  amounted  to  £3,230  4.  7; 
grants  amounting  to  £1,473  4.  8.  were  paid.  The  following  improvements  were  effected  -  8  baths 
in  separate  rooms,  10  washbasins,  10  hot  water  systems,  11  indoor  W.C.,  and  11  food  stores. 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Act.  There  has  been 
constant  attention  to  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  the  Council  houses  and  flats  and  much  work 
has  been  done  through  the  department  in  this  connection.  The  need  for  further  provision  of 
housing  accommodation  is  demonstrated  by  the  continued  submission  of  applications  from  local 
residents  and  non  residents  wishing  to  move  into  the  district  who  submitted  applications  before 
the  register  was  closed,  and  there  are  still  a  number  of  substandard  cottages  to  be  dealt  with; 
the  town  development  and  road  scheme  also  will  necessitate  rehousing  a  number  of  occupiers  from 
dwellings  to  be  demolished. 


V.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Cases  of  "notifiable51  diseases  are  visited  where  necessary  as  soon  as  possible  after 
notification. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  2  Scarlet  Fever,  82  Measles,  and  1 
Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  one  new  case  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.

The  Immunisation  and  vaccination  schemes  have  been  operated  by  the  County  Council  through 
the  Divisional  Health  Committee.  Every  opportunity  is  taken  to  encourage  parents  to  have 
children  treated.  The  value  of  such  schemes  is  reflected  in  the  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria, 
smallpox  and  poliomyelitis  during  recent  years. 

VI.  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MHK  SAMPLES 

The  responsibility  for  administration  and  control  of  milk  production  and  licensing  of 
producers  of  designated  milk  lies  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  control  and  licensing  of  pasteurising  and  sterilising  plants  and 
licensing  of  dealers.  This  leaves  the  District  Councils  with  only  the  registration  and  control 
of  distributors  of  milk. 

The  Agricultural  Executive  Committee  Milk  Testing  Advisory  Officer  takes  samples  from 
producers  and  retailers,  but  results  are  not  available  for  quotation.  The  County  Health 
Department  frequently  samples  milk  at  pasteurising  and  sterilising  depots  and  from  dealers  in 
the  area.  The  following  samples  were  taken  in  1968:-

The  results  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases  with  the  exception  of  1  sample  of  untreated  C.l.

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IX.  FACTORIES 


One  firm  submitted  returns  of  "outworkers”  which  contained  details  of  4  persons  engaged  in 
the  finishing  of  clothing.  The  houses  of  the  outworkers  are  visited  occasionally  and  conditions 
are  noted.  There  are  64  factories  in  which  power  is  used  and  3  in  which  work  is  done  manually. 
The  standard  of  accommodation  is  good  and  there  have  been  no  serious  contraventions  of  the 
Factories  Act  and  Regulations.  There  were  also  five  "Factories"  at  building  sites, 

X,  WATER  SUPPLY 


Samples  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  by  the  Water  Board  and 
these  have  been  satisfactory.  A  detailed  summary  of  such  samples  is  contained  in  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health’s  Report. 


XI.  MOVEABLE  DUELLINGS 


Two  trailer  caravans  and  a  temporary  building  are  licensed  on  one  site  as  a  dwelling.  No 
nuisance  has  arisent  from  the  use  of  these  structures, 

XII.  OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  has  been  no  complaint  or  cause  for  action  during  the  year  apart  from  periodic 
treatment  which  is  carried  out  at  the  premises  for  the  control  of  rats  and  mice.  Improvements 
carried  out  some  years  ago  have  minimised  the  risk  of  nuisance  from  these  premises. 

X111.  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  premises  of  this  character  in  the  district. 

XIV.  CANAL  BOATS 

No  complaints  were  received  and  no  inspections  were  made  during  the  year. 

XV.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


There  was  no  occasion  for  formal  action  during  the  year  and  there  was  no  special  activity. 
Building  Regulations  require  that  in  new  buildings  provision  is  made  for  the  fire  openings  to  be 
such  as  to  receive  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the 
course  of  1969  a  survey  will  be  commenced  with  a  view  to  the  consideration  of  a  scheme  for 
setting  up  Smoke  Control  Areas. 


XVI.  SCHOOLS 

No  complaints  were  received  as  to  the  general  condition  of  schools.  Treatment  was  necessary 
at  four  premises  to  deal  with  minor  infestation  by  rodents. 
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XVII.  LICENSED  PREMISES 


The  department  co-operates  with  the  Licensing  Magistrates  by  submission  of  a  report  upon 
sanitary  requirements  annually  at  the  time  of  licensing.  There  are  thirty-one  Licensed  Premises, 
including  four  Clubs,  in  the  district.  On  the  whole  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory. 
Minor  improvements  are  continually  being  carried  out,  and  in  one  case  a  major  extension  was 
commenced  when  adjoining  property,  owned  by  the  Brewery,  became  vacant.  The  premises  are 
conducted  in  a  clean  manner  by  licencees  and  there  has  been  no  occasion  to  complain  in  that 
respect.

In  several  instances  advice  was  given  to  occupiers  to  deal  with  minor  infestations  with  ants 
and  other  vermin  and  insecticidal  powder  was  supplied  in  some  cases.  Treatment  was  carried  out 
to  deal  with  ants  in  22  instances,  cockroaches  10,  mosquitoes  6,  wasps  2  and  beetles  1. 

XIX.  ERADICATION  OF  BUGS 


There  has  been  no  report  or  evidence  of  bugs  during  the  year,  but  suitable  insecticides 
are  kept  available  if  the  need  for  treatment  should  arise. 

XX.  RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  tip  and  sewage  works  are  regularly  treated.  The  treatment  of  the  sewerage 
system  is  carried  out  only  where  considered  appropriate  in  association  with  surface  Infestations. 
This  policy  is  followed  on  account  of  labour  difficulties.  Warfarin  poison  in  an  oatmeal  base 
and  Warfarin  impregnated  wheat  have  been  very  successfully  used.  Apart  from  special  visits  to 
premises,  conditions  are  observed  in  the  course  of  visits  for  other  purposes,  such  as  food 
inspection,  factories,  shops  etc. 

Occupiers  of  infested  premises  have  the  opportunity  of  themselves  dealing  with  rats  and  mice 
or  alternatively  have  the  service  provided  by  the  Local  Authority;  advice  upon  private  treatments 
is  frequently  given.

XXIV.  GENERAL  SANITATION  AMD  NUISANCES 

Under  the  Municipal  Bin  Scheme,  107  bins  were  supplied  in  connection  with  which  the  annual 
charge  of  5/-  each  is  to  be  made,  30  of  these  being  replacements.  The  supply  to  Council  houses 
was  derived  from  a  stock  held  in  the  Stores  Department  and  92  bins  were  supplied  from  that  source, 
A  tipping  site  has  been  used  in  the  adjoining  Rural  area  since  1961  and  there  is  now  no  refuse 
disposal  tip  in  use  in  the  Urban  area.  The  use  of  the  tipping  site  at  Edleston  was  continued 
during  the  year.

XXVI .  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 


One  private  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  and  is  used  only  by  the  owner/occupier.  The 
remaining  butchers  have  obtained  supplies  ’’off  the  hook”  from  premises  in  the  Rural  area, 

Haste  and  condemned  material  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  at  regular  and  frequent 
intervals  by  a  private  contractor. 

The  standard  of  meat  quality  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  food  premises  in  the  district  showing  the  general  standard  of 
conformity  with  certain  statutory  requirements.  It  would  appear,  in  the  absence  of  any  direct 
ruling,  that  a  portable  bowl  which  may  stand  in  a  sink,  satisfies  statutory  requirements  for  hand 
washing  and  this  obtains  in  many  instances  although  one  would  prefer  to  see  separate  fixed  units 
where  space  is  available.  The  interpretation  of  Regulations  is  largely  a  matter  of  common 
sense  and  reason  but  one  could  wish  that  requirements  were  more  specific  in  certain  respects. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  accurate  classification  of  the  type  of  premises  is  in  some 
instances  rather  difficult  i.e.  where  there  are  mixed  commodities  such  as  newsagent,  confectionery 
and  wrapped  foods.  In  such  cases  the  major  commodity  has  determined  classification. 
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There  are  19  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  1955  Act  for  the  preparation  or  manufacture 
of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food,  including  5  fish  frying  premises; 

36  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream; 1 22  visits  to  food  premises 
were  made  in  the  year  apart  from  27  visits  to  examine  food.

There  is  no  ice-cream  made  in  the  area  by  the  "hot  mix"  method.  Most  of  it  is  obtained 
in  a  prepacked  condition  from  wholesale  makers  in  other  districts, 

A  "Hot  Dog"  mobile  stall  operates  in  the  town  at  the  weekends  and  this  is  subject  to 
periodic  observation. 


There  have  been  continued  frequent  requests  for  examination  of  foodstuffs,  and  the  following 
is  a  statement  of  goods  examined  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner  to  prevent  human  consumption.  The 
usual  method  of  disposal  has  been  by  burying  at  the  refuse  tip.
